" 1 have much satisfaction in inform- 
ing you that arrangements have been 
t^onc'liidea which, if you appro^-e, will 
enable tlic Intercolonial railway system 
to roach Montreal, and lliua sbiire in the 
large trafhc. The advantages which will 
I'ow from this extenaion of that railway 
are apparent, and 1 have no tioiibt you 
will gladlv apj)rove of the proposal. 

"Appreciating the dilliciilties encoun- 
tered hyourfariuera in placing their jier- 
idiable food products on flu; l-higlish 
ciarketa in good condition, my govern- 
ment has arranged a complete system ol 
lalil storage accormnoilaLion at ci caiiier- 
ica, on railways, at ports and on ateam- 
trs, by wliicli'these products can be pre- 
served at the desired temperature during 
the whole journey from the point of pro 
duction to Ureat Britain. The contract 
made for thia purpose will be laid before 
you. 

" It is desirable that the will of the 
people of Canada should lie clearly as- 
certained on the subject of prohibition, 
and a measure enabling the electors to 
vote upon the liuestion will be aubmit- 
ted for yyur approval.

Personal Gossip of Men Who Are Notable in 
the World's AiTaira. 

Mr. Gladstone is now very deaf, hut 
in 8])ite of increasing decrepitude be 
dreaaea as jauntily as of yore, is never 
aeen without a flower in his coat, and 
can hurl defiance at the " great assas- 
sin " as forcefully aa if he was forty 
years younger. A woman who saw tho 
riebt honorable gentleman as he was de- 
parting for Cannes not many weeks ago 
writes that be reminded her of an anci- 
ent oak tree with a pink blosTOmlng on 
its hoary trunk. 

As a school boy tbe late Professor 
Henry Di uminond was fonder of games 
than of books, bat was always interestt^d 
ill llowera and natural objects, and was 
noted for bis love of fu.n. 

The Grand Duke Paul of Russia is bo 
tall that no hotel bed is long enough for 
his comfort, and he has one built in sec- 
tions, which he carries with his InggaKO 
everywhere. The bed is put up by a 
apeoial mechanic, under the superintend- 
ence of tlie royal valet, wherever the 
grand duke goes. 

.Since the death of Baron Hirscli his 
widow liaa been making laviah [jifta to 
various charities in France, England and 
Austria. Besides the 2,000,000 francs 
which she has given for tbe building of 
II laboratory for the Pasteur instituti;, 
she baa recently given 12,050,000 francs 
for the pension fund of the Oriental 
railroads, in building which Baron 
llirech laid tbe foundation of bis colossal 
fortune. Besides thia, she has given 
1 ,000,000 francs for the foundation of a 
hospital in London, and several bene- 
licent institutions in .Paris have just re- 
ceived large euiiis from her. It is es- 
tiniatod that within the last two months 
roneas Ilirscli has distributed 12,000,- 
000 francs in charity. 

One fact for which admiration of 
(iueeii Victoria will be claimed at the 
approaching celebration of her " lonsest 
reign " is tbe great reduction in I'^ng- 
land's national debt that has taken place 
since she came to the throne. Just what 
part she and her numerous family had 
in bringing about this, decrease in the 
public buiden it mast Ue left to the de- 
voted supporters of monarchical institu- 
tions to define, but tho figures are sufli- 
ciently stupendous to give them interest 
for the'ir own sake. In the year of llie 
(.iiiecn's accession, tbe national debt 
amounted to £850,13-2,783, while last 
year it had been reduced to £618, -1 7-1, 1-43, 
an average annual decreased of about 
£;G,'i60,000, During the sixty years tbe 
aggregate increase in tbe debt has 
amounted to £177,573,333, tbe chief 
items in this sum being .1:07,000,000 for 
wars, great and small ; .£03,000,000 tor 
local loans, the purchase of Suez canal 
shares, and loans made to India and the 
Cape of Good Hope, and i;42,000,000 for 
conversions and redemptions. Aa 
againat this total increase in the debt, 
however, tlie decrease amounts to £;57!»,- 
:;;n,S)72, representing a reduction of 
CL'Ol ,05S,(i-IO. This is all very gratify incr, 
no doubt, but to ordinary inortnls t he 
difference between owing t:."-50, i;;L',7S;-i 
and i;(118,474,l-13 is almostinappreciable. 



Old Boreas Takes a Hand In the 
Modern Game of Becord 
Uaklng'i 



HOWARD FRACTION GROUr. 

Herbert Cuthbert's Company Has Secured 
Control— A Fine Property. 

One of tho pioneer properties at the 
foot of Slocan lake changed hands to-day. 
The Howard Fraction group of live 
chiiins is one of the earlier locations in 
the Sprmgor and Lemon creek camps, 
and ia nerhaps the largest shipper from 
that co"mparatively nfew district. The 
claims were located in July, 1S05, by W. 
b. Trice and olliera, and such was the 
faitli of these men that although the 
whole ol them interested, about seven, 
hail not perhaps .'f25 amongst them in 
ready casli they built themselves cabins, 
Ijiaci-fiuiith shops and other necessary 
liuildingt and carried on development in 
an energetic manner, with the result 
that in a comparatively short time they 
have placed it on a eeif-Bustainin« basis 
and done a whole lot of useful develoj)- 
nient work. They have about 300 feet 
of tunnel and drift work from which their 
sliipinenta have been made. The last 
two shipments of 22 tone yielded *l:il 
and ^144 per ton net. A praiseworthy 
feature is that scarcely oneowner parted 
with his interest until the whole of them 
made their present deal with the British 
Canadian Gold Fields Company. 

Mr. Herbert Cuthbert, the western 
manager ol the latter company, who en- 
gineered the deal, in conversation to- 
night, said that the property wonki bo 
formed into a separate company for the 
convenience of all parties cencerned, aa 
the original owners have sutfieieut con- 
fidence in it to retain an interest, lu 
reply to a question as to whether the 
company would do any work immedi- 
ately, he stated that the foreman had au- 
thority to place as many men on it at 
onco as can be worked to advantage at 
this time of the year, which would prob- 
ably be from 10 to 1(>, Work will be 
commenced within three days and an- 
other shipment will be made within a 
month. 

It was a very significant fact that this 
was the only dry ore property in this 
section, examined by Mr. VV. A. Cariyle, 
provincial mineralogist, and it finds a 
conspiciiouB place in his report.— Nev? 
Denver correspondence of the Roaaland 
Daily Miner.

Before 
the storm was half over some had start- 
ed it on an errand of miechiel, and when 
the owner later in the evening went 
prospecting for hia property, he found it 
indiscreetly occupying a' poaition of 
prominence joat outside the Temperance 
liall. It isn't there now, for its reform- 
ation waa short lived. 

But the " Hello " girl at central had 
the greatest fun of all — or would have 
had if only eho bad had time to appre- 
ciate the humor of the situation. At 
about I o'clock a Government street bus- 
ineiis man rang nj) the legislative aasem- 
bly to learn if the house was likely to 
remain i.i committee long.

The only incideiile rej)orted approach- 
ing serionsness in their consequenceH 
concerned Dir. Butler of the government 
ininting ollice, and a lady whose name 
is not known but whose baby in its per- 
ambulator was carried away by the aec- 
tion of the gale patrolling Government 
street. In pursuing her fast-flying off- 
spring, whose infantile complaint was 
only heard at intervals in the greater 
squall, she slipped and sprained her 
ankle badly, • The baby waa brought to 
anchor witoout mishap.

Eussia's Strategic Highway to the 
Paeilic Progresses Bapidly 
Toward •Completion;' 

— — / 
lucreased Speed to Be Attained— 
The Primary Object Mili- 
tary "Expediency. 



Newspaper , accounts from Russian 
sources furnish information rogiirdiug tho 
progress ninde with the construction of 
tho Trana-Siherian Railway. Tho lino is 
being constructed in sections simultan- 
oouBly, and the first, at the European end 
is completed, so that it is possible to 
travel direct from St. Petersburg to 
Omsk, ii distance of 2,073 miles. " On 
tho next section of tho lino that from 
Omsk to tlio Obi river, liSl miles in 
length, tho rails are laid the whole dis- 
tance, but the earthworks are not coni- 
pleto. On the next section, tliat from 
the Obi river to Krasnoyarsk, Ki? miles, 
the-rails are also laid and a bcgiiniing has 
been made of tho iron bridge, nearly half 
a mile long, across tho Obi tliat is to join 
tho two sections. On tliis section many 
of tho smaller bridges are built and ball 
the earthworks are completed. The next 
section is to Irkutsk, a distance of lj'7'2 
miles, and it presents many ditiiculties, 
the most important of which, howevai-, 
have been overcome. Nearly two-tiftha 
of the earthworks arc linished. Beyond 
lake Uaikal the distance to the he:ul of 
tho xVrneer navigation is 70 L miles, and 
in this sectitm work has been begun from 
the Pacific end ; but tho diflioulties are 
very great and much tunnelling will have 
to be done, as the line has to rise to a 
plateau over 3,500 feel; high. The next 
section, however, presents tho groatcab 
dillicultics, as the line has to bo carried 
thrnugh a marshy region which, during 
the heavy rains, is often completely sub- 
merged. Tho line from Vladivostock ia 
completed for 250 miles ; but there can 
be little doubt that Eussia is aiming at a 
post on the Pacific coast which will be 
ooen tho whole year through, so that her 
forces may always bo at her command. 
Hoiv this is to be obtained is one of the 
problems in the far East, and its solution 
may bo more dillicult than the building of 
the Trams-Siberian Railway." 

The Edinburgh Scotsmen says: The 
war between Japan and China aud the 
liiiancial arrangements with China which 
have followed have given the Russian 
guvurnment and tho contractors a power- 
ful impulse. In anticipation of tho open- 
ing of new sections, the zone system of 
tickets has lately been adopted in Russia 
for all distances over 300 versta, or2tO 
miles. In this way it should cost under 
£'5 to travel from Moscow to the Pacific 
third class. Tbo present slow rate of 
travel is to bo increased by ten miles an 
liour on both ordinary and express trains 
rjiising the latter to forty miles an hour. 
Moscow, which is now only sixty hours 
from London, will be thus nine and a 
half days from Vladivostock. Tho rail- 
way will revolutionize the routes to China 
and Japan, and greatly shorten tlie jour- 
jioy round the world by Canada and tho 
I'aclBc ocean. Connected with the main 
project are more important political plana 
believed to be the subject of negotiations 
V ith tho Pekin authorities. Such are the 
opening of the Sungari navigation from 
its source in the heart of Manchuria to 
its eonduence with the Amoor, and a 
branch railway following the lino of that 
river to an outlet on tho Yellow sea not 
far from Pekin. A vast territory rich in 
coal and minerals will thus be opened up, 
and Northern Manchuria must ultimately 
fall to Russia. As to Corea, its fate will 
he betwoou Russia and Japan." 

A St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Oatasiatisohe Lloyd gives the following 
account of the promised effects upon the 
travel between tho far East and Europe 
l)y the Siberian Railway. 

"The Siberian line from Oheliabinsk 
the western terminus, to Vladivostock 
will have a length of 7,152 versts. Tho 
direction to which the branch to the 
Yellow sea will take is not definitely de- 
cided upon but the total distance from 
Oheliabinsk- to the Yellow sea will be 
shorter than to N'ladivostock. The jour- 
ney from N'ladivostock to Moscow coal by 
third class 90,00 marks, by second ohi.ss 
J3o,!IO marks and by first class 2(i5,00 
marks. If we reckon 30 versts per hour 
thojt.urney from Vladivostock to Mos- 
cow will Lake .'!03 hours, or 12 days and 
1~> hours, and aa the express trains run 
40 versts only i) days 11 hours. With an 
eventual speed of 50 versts per hour the 
trip will take oidy 7 days and 1-1 hours. 
Tho tickets from Vladivostock to Moscow 
hold good foriSdsys, and inconsequence 
the journey can so far bo made nd libitum. 
If we compare these charges and length 
of tiiMo with the highorto exclusively em- 
jiloyed steamer routes from NVestern 
Kurope to Eastern Asia via Seuz (Janal, 
or across tho Athmtic ocean, on the 
American Pacific railwoy lines and tho 
Faci&o ocean the enormous advantages of 
tho Siberian lino become evident. Tho 
<iuickest possible tiip from London to 
Yokohama via Brindisi, and from liiere 
by steamer throng tho Sou/, car.al round 
Southern Asia, takes'at least 30 days; in 
10 days less Yokohama can bo roaclied 
across the Atlantic ocean eight days to 
Quebec by the Canadian Pacific line 6 
days "and the Pacific ocean 14 days, or in 
all 28 days. From Bronierhavcn to 
Shanghai takes at least 47 days, and from 
Mirseillea to Yokohama 40 days. Timo 
is furthermore lost by tho fact that the 
Htc\mor8 only run at certain intervals, 
while tho railway trains start every day. 
iJienierhavon to Shanghai costs by first 
olaas l, 570 mnrks, second class, 900, and 
third clnaa 440 marks MarsoilloS to Yoko- 
hama first class 1,470 markrf, and second 
class 000 marks. Tho Siberian Raihvay 
will therefore rjn account of speed and 
cheapness become of euornious iniport- 
anco, and tho fact that Russia exclusive- 
ly rules this grand route of communi- 
iati(jii will bo of incalculable politifial 
f i'-uillcance."

X RAYS AND DIAMONDS. 



One excellent use to which the new X 
rays can be put should interest women. 
It seems that by their aid one can read- 
ily determine whether diamonds are 
real or false, for the rays pass quite 
through real diamonds, leaving ttiem 
transparent, and not at all through false 
ones. A real parure when photographed 
would show only the mounting, but in 
a false one all the stones would turn out 
black.

This 
proved useful in the case of a Vienna 
glass- worker, who got a bit of glass into 
ills finger.

Froerress of 'the Timber Commission 
— lihe Beiie and the 
Bicycle. 



VANCOUVER, March 25.— (Special)— A 
joint resolution from the council 
and the board of trade was wired 
to Ottawa to-day, to the effect that 
"This board by reaolution urges upon 
tho government that licenbes for trap- 
ping at Boundary Bay be iesued for the 
present season, large sums of money 
having been expended by the canners in 
preparing for the season's catch which 
cannot otherwise be recovered." An- 
other resolution was to the efTect that 
the board considered that the establish- 
ment of a iine-of steamers between Brit- 
ish Columbia and Central and South 
America would beef considerable benefit 
to this province, and the Dominion cen- 
erally, and merits the serious 
consideration and aeaietance of tlie Do- 
minion government, tliat the Minister 
of Trade and Commerce be notified to 
this effect. Still another reaolution was, 
that under the present conditions of the 
lumber trade in BritiBh Columbia, "this 
board is of tlie opinion that tbe rebate 
of JO cents per tlionsant! at the present 
time allowed on ali lumber cut from ofl" 
Dominion lands and exported from the 
province should be continued, and that 
as the United States government pro- 
poses to impose a duty on Canadian 
lumber, we would recommend that a 
duty of exactly the same amount shouUl 
be imposed upon all sawn lumber com- 
inii into Ciinada from the United States." 

Peter Aruttent, otherwise known as 
Bariboo I'eto or t>unch Pete, died last 
evening. He was a veteran of '58, dur- 
ing whii'h event fiU year ho visited Cari- 
boo. While worl;inj^' as miner and pros- 
jiector some years aijn he lost his eye- 
sight and in addition was alllicted with 
rheumatism. .Some time ago he ob- 
tained admission to the city hospital,- 
where his constant suiTerinK was ameli- 
orated and his life prolonged until last 
evening.. 

H. Kine, some time, secretary for 
the Y.M.C.A. here, has returned to his 
home in Toronto. 

A young. lady was run into by a wheel- 
man on Granville street yesterday and 
knoclced down. The rider had no bell 
on his bicycle. 

WESTMINSTER. 

"Wkstminstki:, March 'J5, — (Special) — 
At yesterday session of the crown tim- 
ber commission, J . (i. Scntl, represent- 
ing the Pacific Coast company, deposed 
that the company had no permit or 
license from the i )iiiiiiiiicn. He did not 
require the louvers' proof of timber be- 
ing legally cut ; he always referred set- 
tlers to the crown agent for permits. 
Sometimes these permits were given in 
writing, and sometimes tbej' were ver- 
bal. 

Mr.Hieginson explained that he some- 
timesgavu verbal permits, as the set- 
tlers could not always pay the casli de- 
posit for a rciinlar permit Ijelore they 
commenced cutting, and his object was 
to assi-it the settler. Settlers were al- 
lowed to clear their own laud and sell 
the timber as they saw lit. il. ,7. Liv- 
ingston deposed tliat he cut timber on 
!Murpliy's claim, on the Xickomeck 
river, on whicli was pai<i no crown 
dues. Duncan B. Grant testified that 
some 1,270,000 feet liad been cut on 
what he believed to be government 
ground ; 75,000 feet had been stacked ii 
their yard (Grant and Ker's), and ot 
none of this were government dues paid 



A FAKIR FROM INDIA. 

How an Indian Juggler Produces a Bicycle 
From Beneatli His Coat. 

.Arrayed in a gown of spotless white, 
his coal-black hair covered by a snowy 
turban with many folds, an Indian jug- 
gler, who calls himself theNawab of Jel- 
labad, has been startling the people of 
Paris nightly witli a marvellous trick 
and then poking fun at them with liis 
explanation of how simple it is to do. 
Not so simple a trick, perhaps, to the 
unskillful, but it is nothing else than the 
production of a bicycle from beneath 
that flowing cloak, where the greatest 
doubters in all the audience would have 
sworn no bicycle could have been con- 
ceale<l. 

Most marvelous of all tlie details of 
this trick is tlio undoubted fact that 
what the juggler does he docs unaided. 
His assistant companion, who he de- 
clares is the Rainee of Charaparan — al- 
though the statement is contrary to the 
rite of suttee as practiced in India, for a 
Rainee is a queen widow — stancia in tlie 
wings, if it is on n stage, or at one side, 
when in a private house, merely watch- 
ing the performance and smiling at the 
wonder of the astonished auditors. 

There is something about this exceed- 
ingly clever man which makes one re- 
spect him instanter. Tall, with that 
clear olive (complexion which is charac- 
teristic of the high caste Indian, he bows 
to those Iwfore him in a fashion that is 
positively princely and makes one won- 
der whether he is really what he claims 
to be, a Nawab. Th6 true Indian Na- 
wab is a prince in all tliat the word un- 
l)liea, if he is not, in fact, more of a king. 
The chances are, however, that our gen- 
tleman of the olive akin is a juggler of 
more than usual brain, who shrewdly 
believes that the atmosphere of former 
royalty will give him the entree where 
the plain Indian juggler would fail of an 
audience.. 

After the magnificent bow comes the 
wonder. If any one who reads this has 
ever seen an Indian jugler arrayed in all 
the glory of his paraphernalia he has an 
idea ot how preposteroua the assertion 
seems when the necromancer, in very 
e.\cellent French states to the audience 
that he proposes to cause to appear be- 
fore them by magic a bicycle, complete 
in every detail. Not only, lie says, will 
he caiiae thia bicycle to appear, but will 
also ride upon it, and thus demonstrate 
the fact that it is no imaginary or 
" property " machine. It shall be equip- 
ped with inieumatic tires, he declares — 
m fact, just such a wheel as the ardent 
cyclist loves to own. 

Inasmuch as it is manifestly impoBsi- 



ble to carry a bicycle in',one'a pocket or 
under the iirsa;.\yithQa<i^^PefD|g seen, the 
onlookers puzzle their brains in vain to 
discover bow on earth this seemingly re- 
markable man is going to carry out the 

f)romise he baa made. They are not 
ong in discoverinc that he means to 
perform exactly what ho has promised. 
Suddenly there is thrown to him, by his 
assistant, a large sheet of ordinary mus- 
lin, folded. He unfolds this sheet in 
full view of them, bowing politelj; to 
those who are watching him, flings' it 
over himself and disappears beneath the 
muslin cloud. 

, The disappearance is, of course, only 
80 far as the view of the juggler unob- 
Bcured is concerned. Beneath the mus- 
lin ho remains, but the muslin is in 
plain sight of everyone and too far from 
anything to permit even the suggestion 
of aid from an outside sbi^fce. The cloth 
undulates like the tall grasSiOn a rolling 
prairie when the wind is Jblowing in stif- 
flsh fashion. There are regular billows 
of cloth. Then here and there appears 
uggestion of some object. All at once 
the mualin shows the distinct outlinb of 
a wheel. Then the excitement does be- 
come intense. "Why, the man is really 
going to do it," is heard on all sides. 

The cloth moves more violently. A 
click, click sounds clear and distinct 
from under the muslin. Then the cloth 
shakes vigorously. Suddenly it rises as 
if impelled by a dozen hands and almost 
simultaneously with" tliat rising there 
darts from beneath it the figure of a 
juggler, riding a silver-mounted wheel, 
upon which he makes the circuit of the 
stage several times. Then he alights aa 
deftly as the greatest of trick riders and 
bowing to the audience says,' "Mesdames 
et messieurs, s'il vous plait." 

It is done. The jug[;ler baa kept his 
word Id the letter. .And now for the ex- 
planation. The Nawab sniilus in his 
most charming Indian fashion as he tells 
those who are about him tliat what he 
has done is tlio simplest thin^; in the 
world it only it is understood. 

" Any one could do it, I am sure," he 
says. Could they? Let us see. Tiiiais 
the explanation, condensed from the 
elaboraU! fabric of language which the 
Indian juggler rears for the enlighten- 
ment of those who have watched liim. 
In a word, the secret is that the bicycle, 
all in pieces, is bung about his body be- 
neath the cloak. It seems as if it would 
be a difficult task to do that so that there 
would be no knobby projection, but the 
Indian is a clever man. 

To beuin with, the rubber tires are al- 
lowed to empty tliemselves of air, and 
are then coiled about 'the man's waist. 
Each of the apokea folda in three pieces, 
and thua condensed about tlio liub of 
the wheel, the whole hangs down to- 
wards the man's heels like the big pen- 
dulum of a clock. Alnniinnni is the 
metal of wliicli the wheel and the rest 
of the machine is constructed, as largely 
as possible, and of course this makes the 
bub and spokes much lighter than would 
otherwise be the case. This part of the 
wheel is secured to the juggler in such a 
manner that although it hangs down, it 
will not oscillate so violently as to be- 
come visible, or to give evidence of its 
presence beneath the folds of the cloak. 

The handle bars are fastened about 
the waist. The frame of the machine is 
in live pieces, but fits together with 
snap-locks that make it iiH firm aa if it 
were all cast in one piece. The chain is 
wound around his legs, and the sprock- 
ets are attached to the same limb. The 
saddle is carried over the breast. As thia 
is divided so that it spreads out it en- 
ables the juggler to wear it without dan- 
ger of having the presence thereof re- 
vealed.

The folds of his cloak so 
thoroughly conceal the dismantled bike 
that there is not the slightest evidence 
of its presence. The usual explanation 
is made and then comes the enveloping 
with the sheet. Instantly the sheet cov- 
ers him, the juggler loosens from about 
him the sections of the bicycle that 
makes a comjdete whole. First of all 
he arranges the frame. Then the two 
wheels are quickly turned into proper 
shape. Following this he blows air into 
the rubber tires and adjusts them. Then 
conies the gearing, tlie udjuBliiient of 
saddle and handle bars, and lo, tlie 
wheel is complete and ready for use. 
Then the juggler uextrously lliiii;s the 
sheet from him and at tlie same iiioiiieiit 
mounts the wheel. The rest has been 
toId._ 

This is the story of the event that has 
interested Paris society high and low. 
It is tlic revelation of a wonder and the 
exemplification of human credulity so 
deftly combined that it charms you 
while it arouses your indignatioii. As 
this indignation is always directed to- 
ward yourself, the juggler is in nowiae 
disturbed. ■■ Therefore, the Xawabof Jel- 
labad and the Rainee of Cliainparan have 
become both popular and jirosperouH.

THE GOVERNOR- 
GENERAL'S SPEECH. 

The most notable tiling about the 
Governor-Generara speech at the open- 
ing of parliament j'eateiday was the ab- 
sence of any reference to railway con- 
Btruction in the Northw'est or British 
Golambia, although an announuement 
is made of the completion of arrange 
uients for the running of the Intercol- 
onial direct to Montreal, and for the per 
fecting of plana for the completion of 
the Ontario canal system by 1S98. We 
do not understand from this that there 
■will be no legislation all'ecting railway 
construction in this Province, but that 
the whole question is an open one. The 
omiesion of any declaration on this point 
from the Speech bears out the position 
taken in the Colonist some time ago, o 
the effect that notwithstanding all that 
has been said, the last word baa not 
been apoken in regard to aid to railways 
in this Province. 

The measures referred to in the 
Speech, while important, are along lines 
that were anticipate^. The reference to 
the tariff is very non-committal, and 
may mean anything. The restoration 
of the control of the franchiso to the pro- 
vincial legislatures was one of the 
changes oromised by the Jjiberals when 
in opposition, and will have no notice- 
able eflfect upon the electorate. The 
announcement of the perfection of free 
storage arrangements on the trans-At- 
lantic steamers, on railways and at ter- 
minal poinla, is the lir^it step towards the 
enlargement of Canadian trade with 
Great liritain. The determination to 
submit prohibition to the people by a 
plebiscite is probably one of those things 
which the Ministry would rather have 
left unsaid. The other matters referred 
to in the Speech call for no special com 
iiieut. (")n the whole the Speech, wliile 
avoiding all reference to the subject 
■which has been more discussed than any 
other during the last few months, pre 
senta an important programme for the 
session, which may be rendered more 
important when the "other measure 
referred to in tin- last paragraph are 
brought down. 



TRA YELLING EXPENSES 

OF MJMSTEJiS. 

The Times speaks of Dr. Walkem liav- 
iiig " uncovered ;•. few weak gnota in the 
government and thus brouglit them to 
the light of day." The reference is to 
the travelling expenses of \he provincial 
ministers, a statement of which was 
brought down in answer to his motion 
Seeing that everything which Dr. Wal- 
kem " uncovered " has been "open to 
the liglit of day " lor months and some 
of it for ye-ira, seeing that everything 
contained in the return had already 
been presented in the public accounts 
and 'that there is not so much as the 
crossing of a "t" or the dotting of an "i" 
in regard to theae travelling expenses that 
the public could not have known all 
about by simply looking into the public 
accounts, wo arc very uurch at a loss to 
Jcnow wherein consista Dr. Walkem 'a 
acliievement. There are a few members 
of the house who are either too indolent 
or too perverse to look in, the sessional 
papers for information which they think 
they want, and bo tliey lumber up the 
juoiioii paper with notices, consume the 
lime of the house with speeches, put 
iicetlless labor upon the departments in 
getting up returns and put the Province 
to onneoessary expense in printing what 
lias been printed once 'already at the 
public expense and explained over nnd 
over again.

PHENOMENA OF PLANT LIFE. 

Something About the Recent Interesting 
Lecture By the Rector of 
St. John's. 

In Rev. ^Mr. Jenn'a recent interesting 
lecture on " Uemarl;able I'lienoiuena in 
the riant World," the first ijuestion 
dealt with was how do plants arrest the 
waves of light and warmth from the eun 
— the root of all energy? And to unfold 
this the four elements that nmke up the 
atmosphere — oxygen, nitrogen, hydro- 
gen and carbon — bad to be touched upon 
and experiments given to show how oxy- 
gen could be brought out of red oxide of 
mercury, hydrogen by means of granu- 
lated zinc and sulphuric acid from water, 
and so forth — and then the lecturer 
barked back and stated that it was tliu 
little mouths on each leaf (there being a 
million on one of the size of the hand j 
which drew in the air, keeping the car- 
bon but sending back the oxygen, just 
the (ippfjsite to what is d(in(; by living 
bein.'s. it was chlorophil whiidi held 
the carlion, ^.'f winch, with hydrogen, 
was hreil the starch, the marrow of the 
plant's sap. 

'I'lie next ([uestion that arose was as to 
liow treca could thrive at a heijrht ofliOO 
feet aljove the ground and which was 
answered by the [)iiybical rule that 
darker, thicker liiiuitia such aa the aap 
had a loadstone power over liijhirr oiici^. 
The opening and shutting oi the feeling 
plants such as the Mimosa and others 
such as the Oatchfly one found at Shaw- 
nigan lake by Mr. Ashdown Green, was 
then gone into and set down by the lec- 
turer to a inei'hauii'al working. 

The last jjoint to claim the Held waa 
whether the (•lingiug of the tondri's of 
climbing plants, having hooka aa the 
blackberry, or curling round as the scar- 
let runner or those that raise themselvea 
hand over hand like creepers, waa also 
mechanical, and the lecturer took the 
view that it was, the explanation beini: 
given was the feelers growtli was stunt- 
ed by the harder substance and the un- 
derside thua thrown open to the sun 
shot forth and twisted round.

, THIRTY-FIRST DAY. 

Thursday, 3Iarch 25, 1807. 

• The Speaker took the chair at • 2 
'•'clock. 

Prayer by Rev. R. AV. Trotter. 
Major Mutter pieaented a report from 
the printing committee recommending 
that certain papers already presented be 
printed. The report was read and re- 
ceived, , 

The railway committee preBeuted are- 
port statin;; that the preambles had been 
proved in the caaeof the Yukon Mining, 
Trading; and Transportation Company, 
the Bedlington Neleon Railway Com- 
pany, and the Barkerville", Ashcroft^t 
Cariboo Railway Company bills, and 
submitted the same with amendments. 
The repbrt was received. 

Mr. Kennedy moved; seconded by Mr. 
Macpherson, for a return of correapond- 
ence regarding the employment of Mr. 
W, Kidgway Wilson to give an esti- 
mate on an extension required on the 
lunatic asylum building at New West- 
minster. Carried. 

The house went into «ommit^e on 
Mr. Adams' bill prohibiting the em- 
ployment of Ohineee <Jn works carried 
on under franchises granted by private 
acts. , 

M r. Bryden objected to clause 1 on the 
groimd that if the'restiiistlon was placed 
on one class of aliens there was nothing 
to prevent the bill being extended in 
cotoing years so as to apply to all aliens. 
The section was carried. ' 
An amendment was proposed by Mr. 
Macoherson making it plain that the 
bill 'applied to acta passed during the 
present session, aa woU aa those passed 
hereafter. 

Mr. Sword was of opinion that the 
best way would bu to put the anti- 
Chinese clansB in eiicli private bill sep- 
arately this seesion, and only have this 
general act come into force next session. 

Mr. Macpherson'a amendment was, 
however, carried, 

Mt. Williams then moved another 
amendment, to strike out the provision 
that the bill should apply to acts " for 
the amendment ot« former act of like 
nature which has not already sim- 
ilar provisions." He thought this 
was carrying tilings too far, and the 
words he proposed to strike out savored 
too mncli of ox post facto legislation, for 
when people who had already obtamed 
an act and only came to the house for 
some amendment that was not in the 
nature of a fresh privilege, it would not 
be fair to impose such a restriction. 
Tlie amendment was declared lost. 
Mr. Uithet moved an amendment 
similar in eflect to Mr. Williams' amend- 
ment, but it was lost. 

On motion of IMr. Ilelmcken the bill 
was made to apply to Japanese as well 
as Chinese. . , ' 

The committee rose and reported the 
bill complete with amendments. 

Mr. Graham in moving the second 
reading of his Game Act Amendment 

• bill said that when the Game Act was 
up for consideration last session it re- 
ceived but scant courtesy, amendments 
being insorted the full meaning of which 
was hardly appreciated. In former years 
settlers in uuorganized sections were per- 
mitted to kill game for their own use and 
the uae of iheir families, which practic- 
ally restricted the killing to farmers or 
pre-emptors. Last year, however, the 
words " in unorganized sections," were 
struck out and the act copse- 
qnentlv read "settlers can kill." 
The word settler is a very broad one, and 
would in fact include everyone coming 
to British Columbia to live. Therefore 
the only relstriction now as to the killing 
of game is the prohibition of sale at cer- 
tain seasons. The principal object 
aimed at by his bill was to reinsert the 
words struck out last year. 

Hon. Mr. Eberta gave the bill his 
heartv support. The game of British 
Columbia attracted many wealthy peo- 
ple here for shooting purposes, and in- 
directly drew attention to British Coluiii- 
biaandher mineral resourcee. Ilundreda 
of thousands of dollars were spent here 
directly as a result of the advimtagus 
which llie province offered for hunting, 
li the game were destroyed we would 
lose a great deal of money that at pre- 
sent is annually spent here, and accord- 
ingly as a business proposition it was 
necessary to see that the game was suf- 
ficiently protected. 

Hon. Mr. Martin also supported the 
bill and quite agreed with what the At- 
torney-General had said as to the busi- 
ness value of game to the province. 

The second reading was carried.

LECrlSLATIVE NOTES. 

The indisposition of members to dis 
o\'.88 the anti-O^inese law was very not 
able. Is there another legislative body 
in the world where so radical a law— a 
law which Dr. Todd would describe as 
" of a constitutional nature "—would be 
allowed to pass with only a desultory 
discussion. Probably all the talk in the 
world would not have prevented its pas- 
sage, and doubtless all the discussion 
possible would have only been a re- 
threshinc oE old straw; but it seemed a 
littl|e odd just the same. 

Dr.-Walkem got his " mortgage tax " 
resolution through, and the legislature 
of British Columbia has gone on record 
as declaring that " a tax on mortgages 
is one that bears unduly upon dillerent 
members of the community." Now will 
the Doctor kindly move another resolu- 
tion declaring what this means and we 
will all be so much the wiser, for it may 
be afhrmed without fear of contradiction 
that no mortal man except the Doctor 
can possiblv know. If the resolution 
had said tha't the tax bears unduly upon 
mortgagors, it would have been intelli- 
gible, .lust what does the word " dit- 
?er(^nt" mean as used in the resolution. 
Suppose we leave out the adverb. Then 
the resolution will read "bears upon 
diflerent members of the comnuiiiity." 
But all taxes do this. Now suppose we 
leave out the word " diirerent." Then 
it will read " bears unduly upon mem- 
bers of the community." That means 
something, and perhaps is what the re- 
aolntion really intends. 

Mr. Smith has a resolution to apply 
the anti-Chinese clause to the Farmers' 
Institutes. It is not always possible to 
tell whether the member for Lillooet is 
in fun or in earnest. 

I\rr. Graham was needlesslynpprehen- 
sive of the fate of his game bill. The 
house wag not disposed to make game of 
it tliis t ime, ideally Mr. Graham's pro- 
poseci legislation is on right lines, and it 
will doubtless pass.

In the window of Bethune <y^Co., 
brokers, Broad street, are shown seyjeral 
magnificent specimens of galena ore 
from the Argo company's mines, San- 
don. The travelling correspondent of 
the Revelstoke Herald, writing from 
.Sandon on the 15th instant, has the fol- 
lowinir to say about the Argo group of 
mines :

A lower tunnel 
has been driven 205 feet, of which 175 
feet is on the lead. This, too, has a good 
showingof oreneaily the whole length 
of the tunnel, the lead varying /in width 
from () to IS inches.

The 
convenient location of the mine, places 
it BO that boarding and other honseH will 
ho unnecessary, as all the employcK 
can put up in any part of Sandon and be 
luindy to their work. Some ten or 
twelve men are employed, and it is ex- 
pected the Argo and Belt claims will l)o 
among the foremost of Slocan'a wonder- 
ful silver mines ere this time another 
year." •

— 1 conffK-s tliat on occasions I do lavo to 
arrange an old time nosogay — principal- 
ly rosPS of every color that in tlio gar- 
den grow — and I put it in au old china 
bowl. 

And then, sometinioH on the polifilicd 
top of an ancient "chist, " I do lovo to 
sec the reflection of a conveutioually ar- 
ranged mass of snowballs, lilacs, bleed- 
ing hearts, feathery "sparrow grass" 
and half yard lengths of ribbon grass. 

Tliere are some., flowers that appear at 
their best intenuiiigled with otiier va- 
rieties, notably our wild flowers, while 
most fruit blossoms mid that pet of 
fashion and queen of blossoms; the 
chrysantlnuuin, one of the "eight 
princes in tlio floral kingdom of Nip- 
pon, " f-hould be given a vase or a bowl 
by itself. 

Let each maid within the garden live 
up to her own light, yet allow mo to 
obtrude certain simple arrangements 
that have proved satisfactory to a lover 
of bouquet making in the land of sun- 
shine and flowers, southern California. 

As clear glass detracts not at all from 
the beauty of fine flowers, I usually put 
niy finest roses in undecorated, clear 
glass vases, in which also hyaciiitlis and 
carnations look well, allhouffli for tlie 
hyacinths the water must be changed 
frequently. Heliotrope- discolors tho 
water. A mass of this delightful bloom 
is most ofTectivo in a plain brown jar, 
arvangcd sonietiiiies with pink Duchess 
or with Marechal Nicl roses. A Chiucso 
ginger jar, uiistripp(!d of its wicker not- 
work, makes a quaint receptacle for 
wild flowers, for daisies and for red 
roses. 

Pink roses are especially pretty in an 
r'd blue and white "chiiiey" pitcher or 
b,j\vl. 'larechal Niel an I tho other yel- 
low roses are lovely, in dark brown pot- 
tery; red roses in tho same, and also in 
dnll blno tusos. As stiff flowers ore best 
in vases with straight lines, lilies re- 
quire severe, long necked vases.

The foregoing sympathetic remarks 
on the arrangement of flowers arc those 
of a writer in Dcinor 'srVs jNIaga/.inc, 
which also furnishes tlic graceful exani- 
pk^s of vasi'S. 'L'iie writi-rconcludes with 
this useful item: If one must jiractii'i' 
economy in cut llnwers, it should he ri'- 
juenibcred tliat diagonally cut stems re- 
tain tie- life giving sap of tlie flower 
longest. To fresluii (Icjwers, clip the 
steins diagonally, cover with a paiier 
funnel and set in a cnol place ovcr- 
niglit. Do not crowd flowers into a 
vase. When they are unusually flue, ar- 
range tlieui loosely that thoir perfection 
may be apptirejit.

During the severest part of the storm 
the tin roof on Erskine, Wall & Co.'s 
warehouse, behind their main 'store on 
Government street, was lifted . off, but 
energetic ellbrts on the part of the em 
pli.yes of the linn aecureil the roof from 
lieiiig carried away altogether, and in 
little while all was tiafe again. 
The storm beganat'-' :15 p.m., and three 
1,000,000 quarters of an hour later the wind was 
I Bciiddiiig away at 72 miles an hour for 
the southwest. Tiieu it began to mod 
erate to CO miles an hour, and at 
o'clock had abated to a moderate l>ree/.o.

HE WAS "IN ON IT." 

Full Court Decides That Wells Has a Half 
interest in the "Monitor No. a." 

The Full court following out the prin- 
ciple that decisions in mining cases 
should be given as promptly as possible, 
yesterday handed down judgment in the 
appeal of Wells v. Petty, upon which 
argument was concluded ,a day or two 
ago. This is the case in which the ap- 
peal was to cleciHe what was meant by 
the expression used by the defendant, 
when he told the jilaintifrin regard to a 
prospecting trip which resulted in the 
location of the Monitor No. near 
Three Forks," that if I find anything yon 
will bo in on it." 

In his judgment yesterday the Chief 
Justice said in part: 

"A number of witnesses were called 
at tlic trial on both sides to give their 
opinions as miners or experts as to the 
meaning or measure of the expression 
' you will be in on it.' Some of these 
wiinesses thought the expression could 
ouly be satislied with an eijual partner- 
shij); others again considered that the 
expresfiion would be covered by a amall- 
er interest, but all agreed that the words 
pointed to an interest to some extent in 
Jlie mine. I think, however, that (iiiito 
independently of the opinion of wit- 
nesaes the Court is bound to place a con- 
struction on these words. 

" It is not as if the expressioa were of 
technical significance or a term of art. 
In that case, of course, the evidence of 
experts would be requisite. It is clear 
and it is admitted on all sides that ' to 
be in on it ' means an interest of some 
measure or another, and it seems to me 
that the well known masim ' equality ia 
ecpiity ' supplies that measure, when aa 
in this case, there is no evidence show- 
ing that less than an equal share was 
stipulated for or intended. 

"I think, therefore, that jiidfrinent 
should be given decreeing plaintiff en- 
titled to an equal half interest with 
the defendant in the Monitor No. 
2 and to an eijiud share with iiim 
in the extension as to w hieh a hall in- 
terest has been acquired. There will be 
the usual aiicountof the workings of the 
mine ami division of not proceeds, if any, 
and if so desired by either party, a sale 
of tho property. In the meantime, theie 
will he a receiver and injunction if re- 
quired. The appealant will be entitled 
to his costs in the court below and of the 
apiieal, which will not include the costs 
of more than one arguiiieiit." 

Mr. Justic'e iMcCreight in his judgment 
agreed with the view taken by tho Chief 
.lusliceaml Mr. .lusticc Drak'e also con- 
curred.
